that Emperor Francis Joseph has not re- 
turned King Humbert’s visit. Ifthe reports 
representing the feeling in Vienna over the 
matter are correct, itis safe to assume that 
the King’s visit will never be returned. 


The Bermuda Cable, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATOR. 

HAL, Jane 17.—The Westmeath steamer, 
which is toconnect the Island of Bermuda 
with North America by cable, arrived here 
yesterday. She left Bermuda Thursday last. 
There was a slight hitch with the military 
authorities on the island regarding the place 
for landing the shore end of the cable owing 
to the torpedo mines with which the channel 
goOing into the harbor of Hamilton is pro- 
tected, but this was finally satisfactorily ar- 
ranged. The office of the company being in 
the town of Hamilton, ten miles of heavy 
cable was laid, so as to connect with the cable 
that will be situated at Castie Islands. The 
work of sounding was commenced in shallow 
water off Bermuda into deep water 1,200 
fatboms. The bottom is found to be very 
smooth and soft. The steamer .completed 
the line of soundings commenced by the 
British war ship Challenger, on her memor- 
able voyage around the world some years ago, 
across to the edge of the Lahave bank off 
Halifax. The soundings were taken until 
within 100 miles of here. With the exception 
of the extreme softness in places, good bot- 
tom was found over the whole course, The 
maximum reached was 2,820 fathoms, and the 
lowest temperature was 34.4 degs. The cable 
will be laid in an almost straight line with the 
exception of a slight curve it will have to take 
in order to get around the Lahave bank. Ar- 
rangements were completed yesterday with 
Imperial authorities here by which 
the shore end wil be tanded at 
Her Majesty’s lumber yard at the 
south endof thecity and directly alongside 
of where the cable ofthe direct United States 
Co. is landed. Laying operations ‘will be 
commenced in about six days from this end, 
andthe engineering officials on board say if 
everything goes well they expect to have the 
work completed by July 1 and the line in oper- 
ation in about three days after. They say the 
residents of Bermuda are overjoyed at the 
prospect of being supplied with the means of 
communication with the outside world and 
express the hope it may be the means of 
bringing many New Yorkers as well as other 
Americans to the place. It ls thought no ditt. 
ficulty will be experienced from the coral 
reefs at Bermuda, over which the line will 
pass, but that the coral will dulld itself 
around the cable and thus afford it additional 
protection. After laying the line to Bermuda 
the Westmeath will return to Halifax and re- 
main here until the thirty days given by the 
markers of the cable is up, after which she 
will return to London and take on board 
1,200 miles of cable, which is to be laid de- 
tween Martinique apd other West India 
islands in that vicinity.

LONDO x, June 17.— The Prince of Wales has 
written aletterte a committee of gentlemen 
who have favorably considered the idea of 
holding an international exhibition in Lon- 
don, expressing with force and directness his 
views on the subject.

African Affairs. 


LONDON, June 17.—The Times, in comment- 
ing on African affairs, says that Lord Salis- 
bury bas chosen the lesserevilin permitting 
the Germans to advance their African pos- 
sessions to the Congo and Southwest Uganda. 
The Times adds: We shall have to compen- 
sate Germany in some other quarter of the 
world for the cession of Wituland. On the 
whole, we may be fairly satisfied with the 
German concessions.’’ 

THE NEGOTIATIONS AT BERLIN. 

BEELIN, Junel7.—A conference has been 
bad between Sir Percy Anderson, the British 
Commissioner, and Dr. Krauel, Chief of the 
German Colonial Department. It is said that 
a final settlement of the East African question 
is assured, but thatthe arranging of details 
will consume about two weeks. England will 
probably have ber desires iu Ngamiland 
granted. The North German Gazetie expresses 


the opinion- that the coming agreement will 


not please all Germans or all £nglishmen. 
The National Gazette says that Lord Salisbury 
has met Germany ina spirit of fair dealing 
and that all apprehenstong have disappeared. 
The Hamburger Nachrichten declares the agree- 
ment, as outlined,to be a fatal error as it 
concedes allto England while Germany has 
been tricked In a most absurd manner. 


Germany. 


BERLIN, June 17.—The commission of the 
Federal shooting contest has passed a resolu- 
tion requesting the municipal authorities of 
Berlin toopen the proceedings by formally 
welcoming to Germany the rifemen who have 
come from foreign countries to participate in 
the contest. This ceremony will take place in 
frontofthe Town Hall. The municipal au- 
thorities will also be requested to act as mar- 
hals atthe banquet to be given to the rifie- 
men. Herr Miguel, as President of the 
Scheutzenbund, will deliver the address at 
the banquet. 

THE WESTPHALIA MIVERS. 

The miners of Westphalia have, by an al- 
most unanimous vote, resolved to adopt a 
system of discipline similar to that in vogue 
with the Miners’ Union in England. 


The Catholic Church In Malta. 


LoNpDoN, June 17.—In spite of the fact that 
the convention signed by the Vatican and Gen. 
Simmons, representing the English Govern- 
ment, is highly advantageous to the standing 
of the Church in Malta, the Catholics of that 
colony are loudly protesting against its opera- 
tions. By the terms of the agreement Malta 
is raised to the dignity of an Archepiscopal 
See, yet the clergy there are joining in the 
protest, preferring that the status of Catho- 
Illes shall remain as formerly rather than to 
submit to the enforcement of the new sys- 
tem. 


China. 

SHANGHAI, June 17.—A proposition has been 
made by the Viceroy of the Province of Ouang 
Tung to double the duty on cotton yarr and 
piece goods and to increase the opium duty 
by 20 per cent. The proposal provides that 
syndicates shall be charged with the duty of 
collecting the revenue accruing. British 
tracers are strenuously opposing the new 
plan.

There is aspecies of the fleus clastica 
growing here, bat whether it is of commercia! 
value l have not the least idea. There are 
other species of the same@ genra, sucn as the 
Nous religiosa and flous indica, and grows 
here with proiific profusion. The artocarpos 
incisa or the common bread fruit probably 
belongs to the same class, but perhaps of a 
poor and Inferior material for the extrac- 
tien of the gum necessary for the production 
of a valuable commercial product.

Rt. Rev. Hichop Barke of arke of Cheyenne Made 
Bishop of Omaha, Neb., Also. 


The Catholic dioceses of Omaha and 
| Cheyenne have been consolidated and Bino 
Burke of Cheyenne placed at the head of the 
new diocese thus created. Thie information 


was received to-day in a cablegram from 
Rome. It was communicated to many of the 
clergy at once, and occasioned great sur- 
se. The consolidation of the two dioceses 
was totally unexpected, and the appointment 
of Bishop Burke unlooked for. he cable- 
gram gaveno further information than the 
mere announcement of the two above facts. 
The appointment was generally considered 
the ciergyto be a Roman appointment. 
to say the impression prevailed 
recommendation of the bishops 
ule arch diccese had been ig 
The bishops, it will be remembered, 
met in this city at Archbishop Kenrick’s res!- 
dence about two months ago and sent in 
three names to Rome. The prelate who 
received the distinction dignis 
imus at their hands was never 
ositively known, but it was generally de- 
leved that Vicar General Brady had been ac- 
corded the honor. Probably the principal 
reasons which the local clergymen have for 
considering Bishop Burke’s selection a 
Roman appoihtment are that he was a grad- 
nate of the Roman College, and is in Rome at 
present. Although the cablegram does not 
so state it is almost certain that the see of the 
new dlocese will be at Omaha. That city it 
has been pregicted for some time 
would soon be made the see of a 
new archdiocese. as the St. Louie diocese 
is now by far too extensive. It was in view 
of this approaching necessity for a division 
most probably, that a Bishop was appointed

Working. 


Hundreds ef People Making Personal Kr. 
 ferts to See That Their Names Are Put 
don the Listse—The Result eof the ‘*Post- 
Dispatech’s’’ Expose of the Errors Made 
eme Peonliar Features ef the Census 
Which Bave Excited Widespread Com- 
ment—Additional Names of Prominest

Work as it was being done has bad its effect 


and Maj. Weigel, the Supervisor, bas in- 
Structed the enumerators to continue their 
Work untl their districts have been 
‘thoroughly canvassed. He telegraphed 
Buperintendent Porter, infarming him of bis 
Weston and yesterday he received the follew- 
ing reply: 

You have done right in instructing enumeratore 
continue their work until completed. They will 
paid for extra services on your certificate of its 

necessity. 

This, inview of the evidence produced by 
the PoOst-DisratTcu, ie a contession on the 
part of Maj. Weigel that the work of bis 
enumeratore was ipcompiete and bad it been 
ended atthe time prescribed by the census 
regeiations it would have done St. Louis a 
vastly greater injustice than she is sure to suf- 


fler now from the poorly done work ot ineffl- 


clentmen. It was fret necessary for Maj. 
Weigel to take advantage of the three days’ 
grace allowed, and to order the enumerators 
who had not finished to continue until 
Wednesday night, and Supt. Forter’s ap- 
proval of the order issued by Maj. Weigel 
Bives St. Loulsthe only chance she has bad 
to receive anything like a fair enumeration of 
or population. Saturday night, when the 
Census should have ciosed, only ninety out 


of 288 enuuerators in the city had turned’ 


in what were alleged to be complete 
reports of the population of their districts. 
Yesterday but seventy more finished, making 


& total, forty-eight hours after the time for 


compieting the census, of 160 out 288. 

THE EXTENSION OF THE TIME 
will not give a complete census, and Maj. 
Weigel himself does not think so, if he is 
quoted correctly. Here isa statement pro- 


hd sao us from him, and the Major has not de- 
nied it: 

**i feci like hanging up a sign, such as they 
say was posted in a Cheyenne theater some 
ars ago. Do not shoot the piano piayer, 

eis doing the best he enn.“ I wantto say, 
however, that the Kicking {about the census is 
more ofa fad than anything else. I have 
had all the complaints published in the 
Sunday papers looged into and 
none of them were found ia fact. The men 
were all at work on Saturday and took 
many of the men who on that day complained 
that they had been overiooked. In due in- 
etance lfound that a young man bed told a 
deliberate untruth. From the outset 1 stated 
that there would be trouble about getting the 
Census in boarding houses. I have no Com 
plaints to make swgainst the enumoerators in 
general. They have in many instances 
doubly earned their money. The real 
‘troubie has been the indifference of the 
people. They are not alive to the importance 
of the census, and then again, frivolous and 
thoughtiess articios in some of the news- 
papers printed for weoks before the work 
commenced, deeply prejudiced hundreds of 
people against the whole affair. I am afraid 
the census will fall below the hopes of our 
liens, but in a great measure they will have 
only themselves to blame.“ 

Memeinbering that the only information 
which Maj. Weigel has about the cases of 
omission noted in the newspapers comes from 
the very enumerators who were shown to have 
been inefficient and negligent, this statement 
is simply preposterous. It is dificult to 
understand just what Maj. Weigel’s position 
in thie matter i«. He continually harps on 
the compensation, says it isso small he can 
not get good mon to do the 
work; that when the applicants learned 
they were not to receive $4 a i day 
the best of them backed out, and yet admit- 
ting that he appointed an interior class of 
men to do the work he attempts to shift most 
of the respousibility from his and the enumer- 

re’ shoulders and piace it on the shoulders 
of the people, and he says: I am afraid the 
census will fall belowthe hopes of our citi- 
gens, butin agreatmeasure they will have 
oniy themselves to Diame.’’ 

No doubt some gy do give the enumer- 
tor some trouvie, but there is too much 
weakness in the force, iteself,and the conduct 
ofthe few people who have not willingly 
anewered questions will entitle them to a 
very emall part ot the blame. The fact is that 
with the disjvinted system upon which these 
incom nt men are working there is not and 
never has been a chance for t. Louis to be 
fairiy represented. Maj. Weigel elther did 
not properly instruct them or else they were 


-tmeapable of obeying instructiong for they

A BREMARKABLE CENSUS. 


Some Peoullar Features That Have Excited 
Wide-Spread Comment. 


A general expression is prevalent among 
those not well informed on the sabject that 
the eleventh census is being taken in accord- 


ance with the rules and regulations 
laid down by the Congress of 
the United States. Great pains are 
taken by many Government employes to give 
currency to thie idea, and to lay any inaccu- 
racies in the results, or difficulties encoun- 
tered in obtaining the information required 
by law, at the doors of the benate 
and House of Representatives. A majority 
ofthe people probably believe that the census 
ie belna taken by the United States, but a 
minority, which is pot very large but which 
includes nearly all who have given the man- 
ner of collecting tne statistics as well as their 
nominal matter any degree of attention, are 
convinced that the ideas and intentions of 
Mr. Porter, head of the Census Bureau, are 
far mois potent factors than the plan laid 
out by Congress. 
THE MILITARY Lier. 

As a matter ot course all the topics concern- 
ing which information was required by Con- 
gress are included in the list of questions 

rescribed for enumerators, but they have 
— arranged and handled in such a manner 
ae to nullify in a great measure the purposes 
for which they were included in the lists. A 
glanes atthe arrangement of the schedule 
will prove how far Mr. Porter has maximized 
his own ideas and minimized those of the 
Congress of the Usited States. Ide first 
question relates to the Christian and surname 
of the person to be enumerated. This is as it 
should be, but the attention of the careful 
observer s at once arrested bythe second. 
It naturally would de supposed that 
color, parentage, domestic relations, 
or natiyity would follow, but all 
these points are relegated toa lower and ob- 
viously less important position. The s-cond 
question runs as follows: ‘‘Whether a soidier, 
sailor or marine during the civil war (United 
States or Confederate), or widow of such per- 
son. One feature to be noticed is the use of 
the word Oonfederate, a title which was 
claimed by those in arms against 
the Urited States Government, but which was 
not acknowledged by that government dur- 
ing the continuance of the rebellion. This is 
a email matter, however, as compared tothe 
strong flavor of the pension agency that per- 
vades the question, when considered in con- 
nection with its position in relation to others 
on the list. 

THER® ARS THIRTY QUESTIONS 
in all to be ‘answered, and among these the 
war record holds the secona place. Every 
enumerator knows that the ordinary citizen 
is likely to give full information in regard to 
the questions first asked, and to dismiss 
those near the end of the list 
in a rapid and careless manner. A glance at 
those that are placed lowest ofall, if taken in 
connection with Mr. Porter's expressed 
opinions, will, to use a popular colioguial- 
ism, account forthe milk in the cocoanut. 
Questions 20 to inclusive relate 
to mortgages on the home or farm eof 
the person under examination, the farm 
mortgages belng the very last touched upon. 
Question No. 2 relates to war service; 
questions ‘Nos. 26, 29 and 30 relate to farm 
mortgages. Following the lead of 

; E. Hale of Maine Mr. ¢Porter 
strenucusiy opposed the idea of 
including these questions in the lists given to 
census enumerators. Allwill remember the 
hot fight in Congress over this point, and the 
victory of those who wished to secure infor- 
mation in relation to farm and 
homestead mertgages, When the vie- 
to wae won the victors supposed that 
their point was gained, but after Porter took 
the matter in hand it became evident that he 
and hie triends had manayed to gather trom 
defeat many of the fruits of victory. Append- 
ing the mortgage statistics to the tail of the 
census kite was a considerable step, but 
Porter’s skill carried him much further. A 
study of the questions immediately preceding 
those relating to mortgages is well worth 


making. 
WORKING THEM UP. 

After arousing asiight degree of antagon- 
lam by inquiring whether or not the person to 
be enumerated is able to read or write, the 
point is reached at- which Mr. Porter him- 
self saki that serious difficulty would 
frst be encountered. Question 2 runs as 
follows: ‘*‘Whether suffering from acute or 
chronic disease,and length of time affiicted.’’ 
This question bg my causes some slight 

leasure, and is frequently met with a re-

pleasant impression, the person under 
examination is then asked if he is defective in 
mind, sight, hearing or speech, or whether 
he is crippled, maimed or deformed, with 
description of the defect with which he is 
afflicted. It ts probable that few 
if any ever reply to the uestioa 
without some degree of irritation their

many instances the enumerators have been 
eobii to threaten their victine with arrest 
and incaroer before answers could be 
obtained. Having thus brought the reons 
from whom infermation is to be obtained 
Into a pleasant and accommodating frame 
of oind, the questions in relation 
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cost of scheduling was estimated at , 000. 
This was universally supposed to mean that 
the enumerators would be allowed extra com- 

ensation for obtaining full in- 
ormation in relation to rm 
mortgages, as ¢ have been in the 
case of old soldiers. But Porter, although he 
bad practically ag to do this, refused to 
put a premium on extra diligence, drew ap no 
special form schedule and allowed no extra 
compensation. The animus of the head of the 
census bureau is apparent to the most unob- 
servant, and his determination to give his in- 
dividuai wishes precedence over the direct 
instractions of Congress has aroused no small 
degree of indianation,

The extension of time granted by the Census 
Bureau at Washington is a partial contession 
that the census in this city was not properly 
taken, and that thousands were vot found b 
the enumerators. Ab opportunity ie now at- 
forded to have the pame of every St. Loulsian 
included, and the responsibility of 
the enumerators must be showed 
by the citizens. All who have 
not been called upon should either obtain 
blanke and send them in to the Supervisor, or 
send their names and addresses to the Post- 
DISPATCH, in which case the attention of the 
enumerators will be called totnem. The lat- 
ter would be the better plan to be pursued. In 
another manner the citizens can very materi- 
ally ald in securing afair and fuilcount. At 
this season of the year many families have 
leftthe city for the summer; their houses 
are closed and the enumerators can find no 
one who can give the required information. 
The friends and neighbors of the absentees 
can in no way do the city better service than 
by calling at the Census office, or sending the 
names of those not in the city to the Post.- 
DISPATCH. If proper care is exercised in 
these respects the consus when complete will 
prove satisfactory; but under the misunder 
standings of instructions and the faulty sys- 
tem of enumeration, unless the citizens take 
more than a passive interest it will not.

Outrageous Bids for the Work of Sprink - 
ling the Streets in the Six Relinquished 
Districts—Indications That a Combise 
Has Been Fermed—The Beard Will 
Probably Reject All Bids—Oity Ball 
News. 


The sprinkling contractors who compose 
the association that has 80 long been waging 
such a flerce and unrelenting warfage against 
D. L. Joseph and his St. Louis Improved 


Street Sprinkling Co. have forfeited their last 
claim of public sympathy. No other 
evidence’ is necessary to establish this 


fact than the astonishing array of facts and 
figures developed this afternoon when the 
Board of Public Improvements opened and 
canvassed the bids for sprinkling the six 
districts forfeited by the 8. Louis Improved 
Co, a few weeks ago. The amounts 
asked by the association contractors in 
their bids fairly made the heads 
of the board members swim when the pro- 
posals were taken out of the box and read 
early this afternoon. The commissioners 
‘were disposed, after looking at the bids, to 
reach the conclusion that Manager Joseph, 
with allthe fauits of his sprinkling system, 


was a public benefactor compared with the 
members of the Sprinklers’ Association. 

The Board advertised for bids ten weeks 
ago, after the St. Louis Company was forced 
to concentrate its cartsin the other districts 
and surrender six lying inthe southern part 
ofthe city. These districts were taken at the 
annual letting last February at iow figures by 
the St. Louls Company, and when the

said the work could not be done for such a 
price, Joseph replied that he could do it and 
make money. The other districts taken by 
his company were at figures in the same pro- 
portion. 

The contracts last February were let for the 
season commencing March 15 and extend- 
ing to December 1 a period of eight and one- 
half months.

Some Quick Work Done ia Selecting a Panel 
at Forty Jarors—The Men Summoned for

Inowron, Mo., June 17.—No evidence has 
yet been taken in the Chambers’ trial, and 
the prospects at present are that the first wit- 
ness will not go on the stand before Thursday 
morning. The case may be closed on Satur- 
day night, but it is quite iikely it will extend 
into next week. The delay is due to the fact 
that the counsel for the defense will take his 
full forty-eight hours in which to challenge 
the jurors and make his selections.

New York, June 17.—The big strike of cloak 
makers, tailors, finishers, cutters, pressers 
and operators is on.

NEWFOUNDLAND’S FUSS. 


ALONG 


FRANCE’S CONTROL OF FISHING 
900 MILES OF COAST. 


The Treaty a Gigantic Blunder—All Quiet at 
Bay St. George—The Threatened Lebster 
War—Factories Running in Defiance of 
Orders—An Outbreak at Lascie—LKvading 
the Bait Act. 


By Telegranvh to the PosT-DIéPaATCH. 

New YORK. June 17.—A Herald correspondent 
at St. George Bay writes; 

I have I ust reached this out-of-the-way 
place after a 600-mile voyage on the steamer 
from St. Johns, at the other end of the island 
ot Newfoundland. This is a quiet little ishing 
village, now known all overthe world as the 
scene of the recent troubles between the 
French and resident fishermen, threatening 
a war. Slighter causes have led Great Britaio 
into war before this, and if ehe is 
slow to resent the injury to the prop- 
erty of her subjects now, it is 
probably because she must see what a gigan- 
tic blunder the treaty of Utrecht was,giving,as 
it does, France control af fishing along 900 
mriles of the Newfoundland coast and taking 
away the livelihood of many British subjects. 
I find the feeling here much stronger against 
the home country than against France. This 
is because of the apathy in trying to modify 
the fishery treaty or at least to compe! France 
to adhere strictly to it. All is quiet here now, 
and for the present season, so far as St.George 
is concerned, the crisis is over. The French 
fishing vessels have all gone and the natives 
are left to fish in peace. There are no French 
war ships in the harbor, the Pelican, a British 
war ship, Capt. Riddle, being the only one 
here. 

THE THREATENED LOBSTER WAR, 
which was feared as the next trouble, will 
probably not occur this season. Capt. Sir 
Baldwin Walker of the British war ship Emer- 
ald, issued orders, dated May 10, at Halifax, 
that ail lobster factories opened since July 
last must cease work according to the terms 
of the modus vivendi. The Pelican arrived 
here May 18 and served notices to shut up the 
factories. There are twenty-six along the 
bay at St. George, all owned by British sub- 
jects. All but oneor two obeyed the order, 
but have gradually reopened, some after a 
day or two and some after a fort- 
night. Now nearly all are in 


operation in defiance of orders. 
There is much interrogation here over the 
modus vivendi. Troubles are reported else- 
where. News has just reached here of an out- 
break at Lascle, a small fishiug village on the 
Northeast Coast. The inhabitants attacked a 
French fishing establishment consisting of 
bateaux or fishing boats, net sheds, hE a 
flakes and other property left dy fishing 
schooners since last year. They set fire to 
the place and destroyed the property. Magis- 
trates were powerless to interfere. The peo- 
ple are not violent, but are determined in 
their opposition to French. interference with 
the fishing, which is

The French fishing vessels have not arrived 
at Lascie for the season’s work, and the prop- 
erty destroyed was not valuable, but the oc- 
currence is significant as showing the Intense 
feeling of the natives against the Freach.
